We have been permitted to pub- 
lish the follow inn letter from Dr. 
Len H. Hughes, who is h contract 
Aurgeon with the' army in Cuba, 
which was written to his father, Mr. 
Jas. W. Hughes, in this city. It will 
well repay a perusal: 

Cienfukoas, March 22, 1899. 
My Bear Pa: 

I thought I would write you a few 
lines, all to yourself, and tell you a 
little about the part of Cuba that I 
think will interest you more than 
the others, that is, the farming, dc. 

I spent the day last Saturday at 
"•Horinguera," a •'small" sugar plan- 
tation containing four thousand 
acres. What do you think of that 
for a farm? The place is owned by 
Mr. Pompet, an American. He lives 
in Philadelphia during the summer 
and isa native born American, though 
he is of French descent. The place 
is on the Cienfuegas & Santa (Mara 
Railroad, Just 12 miles from Cien- 
feugas, and his farm extends along 
the railroad lor five miles. 

The immense s gar mill and his 
■winter residence are about in the 
•center of his farm, and lie has u small 
narrow-guage railroad of his own 
that runs around over his plantation. 
He owns the little station, and he 
also has a little street railway that

runs from the station out about half a 
mile to his residence and sugar mill. 

I went out with Capt. Lunoke (the 
depot quartermaster here) and his 
wife and sister, and Capt. Fenton, 
the depot commissary officers. Capt. 
Lunoke telephoned to him Friday 
night that we were coming out the 
next day, so he had everything prr- 
pared to give us a warm welcome. 
I never enjoyed a day so much in 
my life, and I would like to farm if 

I could do it as he does. We left 
here at 7:80 a. m, and arrived at 
Horinguera at 8. Senor Pompet met 
us at the station with one of his little 
mule cars and took us out to his 
house. He has a lovely wife and 
two sons, and it is quite a little town 
around his mill and residence. 

After we had rested he took us 
through the mill and we saw them 
grinding the cane, cooking the juice, 
separating the sugar from the mo- 
lasses, and every process up to where 
the raw sugar is put into sacks for 
shipment. He only makes the raw 
brown sugar and he sells it in that 
stage to the refineries in the United 
States, and they finish it up into the 
different grades of sugar that you 
buy in the stores. , 

We finished looking at the mill, 
gardens, «&c, near the house by about 

II o'clock, and then we had break- 
fast. You know they only have two 
meals a day here. Every one gets 
up early and takes a cup of coffee, 
then they do all their work while it 
is cool. Then they have breakfast 
at 11 or 12 o'clock, then go to sleep 
or rest until about 4 o'clock, when 
they get up and have a cup of tea, 
then they have dinner (at (i o'clock). 

After breakfast we rested awhile 
and then lie ordered one of his little 
railroad engines and an open air car, 
sooieihinn like a summer streetcar, 
and we ail got in and rode till over 
his immense plantation. Sugar to 
his principal crop, but besides lie 
raises a good deal of tobacco, some 
com, potatoes, «5cc, and a great 
deal of fruit of all kinds. He has 
about 30 acres in bananas, and also 
au orange grove of about 25 or 30 
acres. Besides this any number of 
cocouuut, lemon, lime, grape fruit, 
pomegranate trees, Ac, growing 
around all over his place. He has 
four or five hundred tenants on the 
place— some of them work in the 
mill and on the plantation, and the 
others raise tobacco, potatoes, Ac, on 
the shares. From the way he talks 
1 guess his tobacco tenants are about 
as worthless as yours are sometimes. 
He Jumped on a fellow Saturday be- 
cause he went to town to a celebra- 
tion and the worms nearly ate his 
crop up. 

The tobacco here is much smaller 
than ours, and it has a small almost 
round leaf. They set out their to- 
bacco in November or December, 
and then cut our eroi* off it by May 
1st, when the rainy season com- 
mences. 

All crops are raised here during the 
winter season. Everything stops 
work when the rainy season com- 
mences, as it is impossible to do any 
cultivating from about the middle of 
May to October. The gathering 
season fi r fruits, Ac, is just about 
this time of year; that is during 
March, April and May. Every thing 
rots during the summer months. 

When tobacco gets pretty well 



' and by the time the whole patch has 
been gone over the first plants cut 
have grown up again; then they 
commence over again, and so on 
until the wet season commences. As 
a general rule each plant can be cut 
four times, although in extra good 
ground a fifth crop will grow up be- 
fore the wet season commences. 
They cultivate tobacco Just as we do, 
only they haven't as good imple 
ments. The worms are the regular 
old fashioned American worm, only 
more destructive probably, as Senor 
Pompet said if you let them get a 
start they can eat up a whole crop in 
one night. It made me feel at home 
when I went to his tobacco pati h 
and saw a lot of men and boys pick- 
ing off worms and suckers. 

They cut their tobacco differently 
from us, and they handle it more 
Carefully. A good sized plant will 
.have about ten or twelve leaves on 
it, others will make about three cuts, 
cutting the stem into about four 
pieces, with two or three leaves on a 
piece. They never split the stalk 
and they never haul the tobacco 
while it is green. They don't have 
any sticks, but they carry the pieces 
in their hands and hang them on a 
scaffold made of long poles. It cures 
up In a very short time out of doors. 
Then they haul it In and strip it. It 
is nearly always in case early in the 
morning, as the nights are so damp. 

The sugar cane only has to be 
planted about once every twenty 
years, unless it happens to catch on 
fire, when it is generally spoiled. 
The late war played havoc with ti e 
cane fields, as both the Spaniards and 
I insurgents burned them whenever 
they got a ehance. The cane is cut 
every year, and it grows rigid up 
again from the old roots, but the 
crop generally runs out in about six- 
teen to twenty-four years. 

Sweet potatoes grow wild on the 
island, but they are much larger if 
cultivated a little. You never have 
to plant them but once and then the 
question is how to get rid of them, if 
you wish to plant anything else on 
the same ground. The poor people 
live principally on sweet potatoes. 

Senor Pompet's plantation is laid 
off with his residence, mill, Ac, in 
the center, and then four or five 
lines of railroad running out like the 
spokes to a wheel so the cane can be 
brought in from any point on the 
farm. He has five small locomotives 
and lota of cars. This farm was out- 
side the "trocha," or entrenchments 
surrounding Cienfeugas, hence it had 
to bo guarded during the war. Senor 
Pompet built a number of block 
houses and he kept 200 Spanish sol- 
diers and 250 *'Ouardi Civil," or 
private militia, to guard his planta- 
tion, all at his own expense. Now 
he files a big U. S. flag over his sugar 
mill, and is red hot in favor ol hav- 
ing Cuba annexed to the U. 8. 

I send you one or two pictures 
taken on this plantation. I will send 
you some more when they are fin- 
ished. I would give anything if you 
could see this beautiful plantation. 
It is one of the prettiest and largest 
on the island. He has an electric 
light plant and an ice plant on the 
place. So it is Just like a little world 
all in itself. He said the whole

t ions on the island but is not quite 
the largest. The lurgest plantation 
on the island, I suppose, is"Sr>lidad." 
It is on the coast, aboutfiwenty miles 
from here, and is owned by Mr. 
Atkins, an Englishman. "Caracas" 
Is another large one, near here, so 
you set- this is about the finest farm- 
ing district In Cuba. 

Well I guess I have given you a 
small idea of "Horinguera" (pro- 
nounced Ormagera), and that is a 
type of most of the best sugar planta' 
tions. Although there are many 
smaller ones and a few larger ones, 
they could not be prettier or better 
managed. Senor Pompet and his 
familycorne toCuba every year about 
t he 1st of October or November, when 
the mill starts, and they stay here 
until about May or June, when the 
mill closes for the summer, and they 
go to Philadelphia and spend the 
summer. I am out of paper, so must 
close, with the hope that you will 
enjoy this brief description of Hor- 
inguera. With love to all I am as 
ever, Your loving son,

P. S. I forgot to say that the whole 
porch and side of Senor Pompet's 
residence is covered with immense 
Martschal Neil and American 
Beauty rose bushes. They are now 
in Hull bloom in the open air, and 
are perfectly beautiful. These roses, 
in the States you know, sell for about 
$5 to $7 a dozen, and they only grow 
in green houses. Here they grow 
wild out of doors all the year round.

3d Ky. Inf'ty, U. 8. V., ) 
Matanzab, Cuba, } 
March 22, 1899. I 
Editor Jtoundabout: 

The chief topic of conversation 
among the Kentuckians here is in 
regard to our returning to the States 
and being mustered out. After we 
have gotten home and had a rest, a 
number may re-enlist with either the 
new volunteers or the regulars, bu 
at present there is a pretty general 
desire to go home. We expeet to 
leave Cuba soon, but do not know 
exactly when. We have been in the 
service long enough now to know 
something of the uncertainty of mil- 
itary movements. 

The 12th New York Vol. Inft'y 
left this morning and the 160th In 
diana Vol. Inf'ty, our twin sinter, is 
expected to leave soon. After they 
have gotten away perhaps there will 
be a chance for us. The 160th Indi- 
ana and the 3d Kentucky have been 
together now for a long time, both 
having gone to Newport News from 
Chickainauga about the last of July 
and never having been entirely sep- 
arated for any length of time since. 

Only two battalions of our regi- 
ment are at Matanzas, the second 
and third, the first being at La 
Union, a small place about thirty- 
five miles distant, The second was 
at Cardenas but returned to Matanzas 
the 2d of March. We are camped 
right by Matanzas bay, in about as 
rough a place as one would iliiagii 
troops would he camped. It is an 
extremely rocky place, hut, since wt 
have gotten roads built and pattu 
made, we can get around pretty well 
Our row of headquurteis tents is sit- 
uuted on a terrace, and from here 
you can get a tine view. In front of 
us ft most of our camp, and >t little 
further out is the bay, and a beautiful 
body of water it is.

I got into Morro Castle, a privilege 
which a number of our oftieers did 
not get to enjoy while there. It is a 
massive structure and Americans 
might have had some trouble taking 
it, unless they could have dropped 
shells inside of it. 

I went to the cemetery while there. 
They have some very fine monu- 
meats, but a large number of graves 
are marked with what seemed to be | 
wooden crosses. They huve a house 
there in which they keep bodies in 
shallow box, and put lime on thei 
until the flesh decomposes. I saw 
two In one box while I was there. I 
presume they were the bodies of the 
poor people that they do this way. 

As a rule the regiment is not 
anxious to be mustered out In Ken- 
tucky. After we get In the States, 
the further away from home we are 
the more money the men will get. I 
don't know whether this will make 
much difference with the officers or 
not, but an enlisted man will get a 
day's pay for every twenty miles he 
has to travel.
